The following synopsis contains the 


principal changes compared with the 
present law, the rates by the present law 
being given in parenthesis with each 
item, except when the article is not 
enumerated in the existing law. 


Wool and manufactures of wool (clas- 


sification same aa present law:) 


First and second class, and all hair off 


alpaca, goat and other like animals, 11 
cents per pound (12 to 16 cents,) 


Third class (b\c<-. thi;g in value 12 


cents per pound) six ceuts per poand; 
top slabbing and all other wastes, com- 
posed wholly or in part of wool or 
worsted, 30 cents per pound. All wools 
and hair of alpacas, goat or other ani- 
mals, which have advanced by any pro- 
cess of manufacture beyond a wubhed 
or soonred condition, not othenvisa pro- 
vided for in this Act, will be snbjeec to 
the same duties imposed upon manu- 
factures of wool, not especially enumer- 
ated or provided for in this Act. Then 
loHows a long enumeration of vaiions 
kinds of woolen goods. 


THE TENDENCY OF THE BILL, 


The general tendency of the new bill 


iu to reduce the tariff on cheap goods 
and increases it on finer qualities. 


The tariff on sugars below the 13 


grade standard in color is reduced from 
1 45 100 cents to 7-10> and for every ad- 
ditional degree two hundr«dths of a cent 
additional, instead of lour hundredths, 
as now.

cents, instead of 2%; b«- 


twe«n nuraboH 1C and 
20, 1% cents, 


instead of three; all above 20, 2 cents, 
now 3%.

A wonderful and valuable find has 


been made near Yurno, Arizona. In a 
cat, 12 feet in depth, cm the Mohawk 
oan»l, now in progress of construction, 
was found six weeks ago, an "olio" or 
earthen jar. The "olio" was in the 
shape of a large bottle, and its narrow 
neck was sealed up with a thick coating 
of mesquite ttutu, while tha outside ol 
the v«ssel was painted with very re- 
naarkable and fantastically drawn de- 
signed drawings. Nothing was thought 
of the "olio" until one d»y vhen Mr. 
George Norton picked it up and noticed 
its peculiar appearance. Upon break- 
ing the sealed^ top it was found to be 
filled with corn, weighing about thirty 
pounds. The corn was snow while, 
and the kernels large, yel extremely 
tender. The coin wa» planted in a 
tract of nearly ten acres, and just thirty- 
five days from the date of planting 
roasting ears were taksu from the field. 
Tha corn is very sweet- and produced an 
immense crop. 
The plants did not 


grow over two and one-half feet high, 
and bore from three to six large-sized, 
well-filled ears of corn.

Sentinel says: All who have seen the 
cora on the Mohawk oaual speak of the 
big yield thit this strangely found seed 
gave. Mr. Noitou haa "topped" the 
com and will use all that matures to 
seed a largo patch of corn-land next 
season. 


SIMILAR FIND IN B00THKBN NEVADA. 
About fifteen years ago, at the Mor- 


mon settlement of St. George, in Lin- 
coln county, Southern Nevada, a simi- 
ar find was made by Amasa Potter, a 
klormon Bishop. Bishop Potter had 
he curiosity to open an Indian mound 
near his place. In the mound -were 
'ound human bones of snch great age 
:hat they fell to pieces on being exposed 
0 tbe air. 
With the remains wore ar- 


row-heads of obsidian, knives of ths 
same, and some fragments of pottery iu 
he bottom of the mound, the fouuda- 
aon of which was solid rock. In this 
'ock had teen excavated a square pit 
wo feet wide, three feet long and about 


1 yard in depth. Flat stones formed a 
loveriag for the pit, and removing them 
was found what appeared to be a mix- 
ure of bran and flour—pounded wheat. 
This was light and dry, but on gigging 
nto it there was found over a peck of 
euutifnl whole grains of wheat.

raw wvll. It had a very larga and 


unusually white grain. The wheat was 
unnd superior to any that had before 
been cultivated in that region, and wall 
adapted to the climate and soil.

might be found seeds and bulbs of 


arious kinds that would prove of value
